Minister proposes 
massive changes to 
Liquor Control Act

Soon you’ll be able to get 
your liquor easier and lat¬ 
er. 

Consumer Affairs Min¬ 
ister Gord Mackintosh an¬ 
nounced more than three 
dozen changes to Manito¬ 
ba’s Liquor Control Act 
Thursday, and it means 
Manitobans could soon 
see liquor on their gro¬ 
cery-stores’ shelves and 
stay later at their friends’ 
socials. 

“This is the ‘social’ 
province,” said Mackin¬ 
tosh, later apologizing for 
the pun. 

“We want to encourage 
that.” 

The new strategy was 
backed by Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving 
CEO Andrew Murie, who 
said the province is on the 
right track by making al¬ 
cohol more available in a 
controlled way with 
“highly trained staff.” 

He also praised a plan 
that would strengthen 
fines for those who are 
caught with fake IDs and 
criminalize providing fake 
IDs to minors. 

Doug Stephen, presi¬ 
dent of WOW Hospitality 


Concepts, was cautiously 
optimistic, although he 
took a few pot shots at the 
new strategy of allowing 
customers to bring their 
own wine to restaurants 
that choose to offer that 
service. 

Mackintosh said he 
feels the clarification of 
rules that make liquor 
vendors more responsible 
for what happens outside 
their doors means safer 
communities for resi¬ 


dents. 

He also said the new 
rules strike a good bal¬ 
ance. 

“We have some very se¬ 
rious concerns about un¬ 
derage drinking in this 
province.... New hospitali¬ 
ty services, yes, but not at 
the expense of public safe¬ 
ty. 

“In fact, what’s in (the 
new recommendations) is 
a crackdown.”

“I shall abide by any 
rules about the interim 
leadership, agreed to by 
the caucus and by the (the 
party’s) board (of direc¬ 
tors),” he says in his letter. 

“I have made it a watch¬ 
word of my time in public 
life to practise the politics 
of unity and principled 
compromise. I shall contin¬ 
ue to do so.”

Chinese police were seek¬ 
ing the man who allegedly 
threw an egg and shoes yes¬ 
terday at the computer sci¬ 
entist famous for designing 
China’s Great Firewall of 
web controls.

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Wage-gap 
wisdom? 

O Study suggests women’s low 
expectations may cause inequality 


Female university grads 
looking for their first jobs 
expect to earn less than 
men, and those lower ex¬ 
pectations may be the rea¬ 
son the actual wage gap 
persists, a new study says. 

“Women know they cur¬ 
rently aren’t earning as 
much as men, so they en¬ 
ter the workforce with 
that expectation,” said 
Sean Lyons, a University of 
Guelph researcher who 


helped conduct the study. 

“Because they don’t ex¬ 
pect to earn as much, they 
likely aren’t as aggressive 
when it comes to negotiat¬ 
ing salaries or pay raises 
and will accept lower-pay¬ 
ing jobs than men, which 
perpetuates the existing 
inequalities.” 

When asked to estimate 
their starting salaries, fe¬ 
male students entering the 
work world predicted their 


paycheques would be 14 
per cent lower than the 
wages men said they ex¬ 
pected to pull. 

The gap widened over 
the course of their antici¬ 
pated careers, with 
women expecting to make 
18 per cent less than men 
after five years. And it was 
most pronounced in male- 
dominated fields such as 
science and engineering.

The highest court in Oregon 
unanimously ruled Thursday that re¬ 
tired bus driver Cynthia Willis can 
have her medical marijuana and a 
concealed handgun, too. 

The ruling issued in Salem, Ore., 
upheld previous decisions by the Ore¬ 
gon Court of Appeals and circuit court 
in finding that a federal law barring 
criminals and drug addicts from buy¬ 
ing firearms does not excuse sheriffs 


from issuing concealed weapons per¬ 
mits to people who hold medical mar¬ 
ijuana cards and otherwise qualify. 

“We hold that the Federal Gun Con¬ 
trol Act does not pre-empt the state’s 
concealed handgun licensing statute 
and, therefore, the sheriffs must issue 
(or renew) the requested licences,” 
Chief Justice Paul De Muniz wrote. 

Willis welcomed the ruling.

el to Bangkok, Thailand 
and have to 

uncover the events that 
led to a face tattoo, the 
disappearance of the 
bride’s 16-year-old broth¬ 
er and a mysterious drug¬ 
dealing monkey. 

“The stakes are so high 
in this movie. It gets dark¬ 
er and because of that the 
three of us have to go to 
places making it believ¬ 
able but you have to deal 


with these crazy circum¬ 
stances,” Cooper said. 

He explained that the 
movie’s secret is in the ca¬ 
maraderie with co-stars 
Zach Galifianalcis and Ed 
Helms. 

“It’s the reason I would 
do seven of these movies 
... it was just really won¬ 
derful to see what would 
come out of that — things 
that weren’t in the 
script,” he said. 

For The Hangover: Part 
II, the writing doesn’t end 
on the page either as 
Cooper and company 
have been credited for 
bringing some of the 
biggest laughs while im¬ 
provising during the 
shoot. 

“Comedy has to hap¬ 
pen fast,” insisted Cooper. 
“It’s like music and espe¬ 
cially when the three of 
us are working, it’s nice 
— you really get in the 
groove, everybody’s in the 
right gear and it just 
starts flowing.”

“That’s one of the 
reasons why these movies 
aren’t parodies. They are a 
homage to movies that we 
all really love.”

Steve Martin 

Martin always put goofy 
songs on his comedy al¬ 
bums but his 2009 album, 
The Crow: New Songs for 
the 5-String Banjo, proved 
he could gracefully transi¬ 
tion into a medium that re¬ 
quires players to be 
well-versed in its tradition. 
It also helps when Earl 
Scruggs guests. 

Eddie Murphy 

After tucking funny 
songs between comedy 
tracks on his albums, Mur¬ 
phy decided to take music 
seriously. 

His Rick James-pro¬ 
duced anthem, Party All 
the Time, went to No. 2 on 
the charts in 1985. Most of 
his follow-up singing work 
was met with less enthusi¬ 
asm. Whatzupwitu, a 1993 
duet with Michael Jackson, 
made listeners wonder the 


same about Murphy. 

Adam Sandler 

Sandler mastered the 
funny-guy-with-the-guitar 
thing on Saturday Night 
Live, and some of the 
songs on his first two com¬ 
edy albums were absurd 


enough to make your 
stomach hurt. 

But 1997’s What’s Your 
Name? is all songs, and 
though the musicianship 
is impressive, the lyrics fly 
somewhere between fun¬ 
ny and sincere, and it falls 
flat.

• 1 yellow bell pepper,

bed for the burger. You can 
keep it simple by substitut¬ 
ing whichever prepared 
slaw you prefer. 

Preparation: 

In bowl, whisk mayo, 
mustard powder, honey 
and vinegar.

NHL’s return a done 
deal? ‘It’s not true* 

O League, True North play down reported sale of Atlanta Thrashers to Winnipeg group 
O Globe and Mail reported that official announcement will be made on Tuesday 



The NHL and True North 
Sports and Entertainment 
are disputing a report that 
a deal to bring the Atlanta 
Thrashers to Winnipeg is 
done. 

Citing sources, The 
Globe and Mail reported 
Thursday evening that the 
announcement confirm¬ 
ing the sale will be made 
Tuesday in Winnipeg. 

“It’s not true,” True 
North spokesman Scott 
Brown said when asked 
about the report that a 
deal was done. 

True North Sports and 
Entertainment owns and 
operates the Manitoba 
Moose of the American 
Hockey League and the 
MTS Centre arena, which 
would become the NHL 
team’s new home. 

The Globe report says 
the NHL board of gover¬ 
nors has already approved 
the sale and transfer of the 
team, pending negotiation 
of a purchase agreement 
between Atlanta Spirit 
LLC, the Thrashers’ own¬ 
ers, and True North. 

As far as we know, 
there is nothing done,“ 
NHL deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly said in an email 
to The Canadian Press. 
’’And certainly, the board 
has not approved any¬ 
thing. 

A spokesperson for the 
City of Winnipeg also said 
that city officials had not 
heard anything has been 
confirmed. 


A Thrashers fire sale 
may not be done, but 
there has been plenty of 
smoke in recent days. 

One agent said Thrash¬ 
er players have been quiet¬ 
ly told to make new real 
estate plans. 

And the Atlanta Jour¬ 
nal-Constitution reported 
earlier this week that the 
Thrasher owners had be¬ 
gun negotiations on a sale 
that would relocate the 
team to Winnipeg. 


Talk of a move has been 
such that Premier Greg 
Selinger has had to deal 
with questions about pos¬ 
sible government support 
for an NHL team. 

His stance is Manitoba 
taxpayers won’t subsidize 
a franchise in Winnipeg 
but the province will con¬ 
sider eveiything else in its 
power to aid the return of 
the NHL. 

The Jets moved from 
Winnipeg to Phoenix in 


1996 because of financial 
problems, but the city has 
since built a new albeit 
modestly sized arena by 
NHL standards. And it has 
potential owners with 
deep pockets in True 
North, which is led by 
businessman Mark Chip- 
man and billionaire David 
Thomson. 

The Thrashers, who 
made their debut as an ex¬ 
pansion franchise in 1999, 
have qualified for the post-

season just once. That was 
in 2007, when Atlanta was 
swept in the first round by 
the New York Rangers. 

The Thrashers looked 
promising for a while on 
the ice this season. Mid¬ 
way through the cam¬ 
paign, they were seventh 
in the Eastern Conference 
with a 20-15-6 record. 

But the bottom fell out 
in late December and con¬ 
tinued for two months. A 
6-15-5 swoon from Dec. 21 
to Feb. 23 all but sank any 
hope of stirring hockey in¬ 
terest in a team that plays 
before great swaths of 
empty seats. 

Atlanta finished 12th in 
the East with a 34-36-12 
record. 

The team was 28th out 
of the 30-team league in 
attendance this season, av¬ 
eraging just 13,469. 

Still supporters are 
planning a rally before the 
team’s annual select-a-seat 
event for season-ticket 
holders at Philips Arena 
on Saturday.
